During the course ofthe proceedings if at anytime you do 
not understand what I am saying just let me know, but if you do [understand], just say I 
understand sir or I understand. That way die translator will not have to repeat it to you. 
If you prefer he translate everything that's fine too. Which do you prefer? 

Detainee: TTk first option is okay with xnc air. Ifljust listen without making any 
comment then I understand. Should I [notj understand something I will just ask you to 
stop and ask him {referring to 0L-21> 

Presiding Officer: Then he will translate for you and that's fine. We can do everything 
translated but since you understand us then there is really no treed. 

The Presiding Officer announced the convening anthority andpnrpase of the 
Administrative Review Board proceedings. 

Presiding Officer: Understood? 

Detainee: Understood. 

The Administrative Review Board members were sworn. 
The Assisting MUitary Officer (AMO) was sworn. 

The Presiding Officer asked the Detainee if he wishes to make a statement under oath. 
(Muslim oath offered). 

Detainee: I do, I want to make my statement under oath. 
The Detainee accepted taking the Muslim oath.

The Fresiiimg Officer read the hearing instntcthns to the Detainee and confirmed that 
he understood. 

The Assisting Military Officer presented the Enemy Combatant Not^kation form, 
Exhibit EC-A, to the Administrative Review Board. 



Presiding Officer: This was read to you back in Fehmary and they probably w«nt over it 
with you I just want to make sure you understand. It's a notification of when they 
notified you that you were an Enemy Combatant, do you remember that? 

Detainee: Yes, I remember, yes. 

The Assisting Military Officer presented the Enemy Combatant Election Form, Exhibit 
EC'B, to the Administrative Review Board. 

Presiding Officer: Assisting Military Officer please read your coraroents from the Enemy 
Combatant Election Form and the Detainee comments we will use vAen we go throu^ 
the Unclassified Summary [of Evidence]. 

Assisting Military Officer: The Detainee's ARE interview was conducted c« 13 
December 2005 and lasted 140 minutes. After reviewing the ARB's purpose and 
procedures, the Detainee said that he understood the diflTereoce between the CSRT airf 
the ARB. The Detainee was read the Arabic translated Unclassified Summary of 
Evidence. When asked if he wanted to attend the ARB, present a written or oral 
statetaent, or have the AMO speak on bis behalf, the Detainee said, he would attend the 
board and present an oral statement. He stated that at the ARB he would answer any 
questions in English. The Detainee was very courteous, and attentive. He elected to take 
a copy of the Arabic translated Unclassified Summary of Evidence and an English 
version for his review. 

Presiding Officer: [Are] we good so far? 

Detainee: So far so good. 

The Designated Military 0/pcer presented the Undassffied Summary ofEvrdencCy 
Exhibit DMO-J, the FBI Redaction Memorandum, DMO-i, CJTF Redaction 
Memorandum, DMO-3, and the Terrorist Organization Reference Guide, DMO-i to 
the Administrative Review Board. 

The Designated Military Officer stated that a copy of these exhibits had been 
previously distributed to the Assisting Military Officer for presentation to the Detainee. 

Presiding Officer: Go ahead and translate the whole thing until I review it. 

Detainee: I just need the last one because I don't know what it is about. 
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Presiding Officer: He gave me four unclassified documents. One is the Unclassified 
Summary of Evidence, the second one is a redaction fonu ftom the FBI, and the third one 
is a redacUon fotm from the Army Criminai Investigative Command. At« you familiar 
with what redaction forms are? 

Detainee: I think. 

Presiding Officer: It is where they take out information that they don't want you to sec. 
Detainee: Okay, 

Presiding Officer: The forth one >s The Terrorist Organization Reference Guide. It talks 
about different tenorists organizations that the Department of Homeland Security and 
Custcms and Border Protection had back in January 2004, where they classified a list of 
organizations as terrorist organizations. One of them is covered in (he unclassified 
summary. 

Detainee: Yeah, yeah. Okay. 

The Presiding Officer noted from the Enemy Combatant Election Form that the 
Detainee wanted to respond to eoch item of the information from the Unclassified 
Summary as it was presented. 

Presiding Officer: 1 note that you have chosen to respond to each item of the 
Unclassified Summary as it is presented. Is this correct? 

Detainee: It is. 

Presiding Officer; You also want the assistamc of the Assisting Military OfficCT as 
needed I presume. 

Detainee: Yes. 

Presiding Officer: Okay. At this time 1 will instruct the Designated Military Officw to 
summarize the Unclassified Summary to you and after he goes through a point you can 
then respond. Once we notice you are through answering his question we will go to the 
next item. Okay? He is going to read the Unclassified Summary to you and there arc a 
number of items. He will read one item and you can respond to that if you'd like and if 
you don't just ask him to go to the next itet» and he will. 

Detainee: I planned it so, if your honor does not have anything against it that my AMO 
and I have planned that I wrote very, very brief answens to each item of the Unclassified 
Summary and after he answers those questions I will also give a response. Just to explain 
and to demonsUate and prove to you why it is yes or it is no. 
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Presiding Officer: Okay, DM0 you will read the comment and AMD for those responses 
you have answers to all you need to do is pickup at whatever the Detainee said. You 
don't need to read in response to.... just give us his response to it because the DM0 is 
going to read the items. It looks like number one is the only one he didn't respond too. 

Assisting Military Officer; No sir, there ere a couple of them he didn't respond to. He 
will just answer than when we get to them. 

Presiding Officer: Okay, 1 am going to give you an opportunity [to respond] after each 
one whether the AMO has something or not. I would just ask that you say no comment 

The Designated Military Officer gave a brief descripHon of the contents of the 
Unclassified Summary of Evidence, Exhibit DMO-1 to the Administrative Jteview 
Board to assist the Detainee with answering die staterrtents. 

Presiding Officer: DM0 please summarize the information for the Detainee and allow 
him time to respond or allow the AMO time to respond and ften the Detainee. 

Designated Military Officer: (3) The following primary factor favor continued 
detention: {3.a) Commitment (3.a.l) In 1992, the Detainee traveled to Gardiz, 
Afghanistan to fight and was assigned to a mortar battery. 

Detainee: That's ccwrcct 

Designated Military Officer (3.a.2) The Detainee actively recruited for jihad than 1992- 
1 997. The Detainee feit it was an important function and would often speak of jihad 
while he preached at mosques in Germany. 

AMO/Detaince: The Detainee claimed he did not recruit but preached jihad from 1 992- 
93. After 1 993, the Detainee's passion faded because he had a wife aiMl family, college 
and his life. The Detainee confirmed this statement. 

Designated Military Officer; (3.a3) Based on the Detainee's advice, an individual in 
Duisburg, Germany traveled to Afghanistan for weapons training and to join die armed 
Taliban forces. The Detainee arranged for this individual to meet with Usama bin laden 
and the individual swore allegiance to at QaJda. The individual became an important and 
influential al Qaida member. 

AMO/Detaince: The Detainee says it did not happen. The Detainee confirmed this 
statement. 

Designated MHitary Officer: (3.a.4) While In Germany, the Detainee worked with a 
friend who recruited people to go fight jihad in Afghanistan, 
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AMO/Etetaince: The Detainee said this must be A shraAJ-Nahass, He is a close fnend, 
but he did not help him. The friendship wa$ iti 1 999. The Beiainet confirmed this 
statement 

Designated MtHtaiy Officer: (3.a.5) In December 1999. the Detainee became the Imam 
at a mosque in Montreal, Canada. The Detainee thought that the Algerian Armed Islamic 
Group and the Salafis might have a presence at that mosque* 

AMO/Detainec; The Detainee stated, that he did not become the Imam. He has the 
Koran memori2^ and during Ramadan he lead the prayer. Within two weeks Hasni 
Mc*^n intrcwJuced him lo the mosque. He has no sympathies of the Algerian Armed 
Islamic Group and did not go to the mosque because of this group, Tte Detait«« 
completely sympathizes with the Salafis, The Detainee confirmed this statement 

Designated Military Officer: (3.a.6) An al Qaida operative identified the Detainee as an 
al Qaida facilitator who played a part in recruiting jihadists to fight in Afghanistan and 
Chechnya and to become suicide hijackers in the west. The Detainee convinced the ai 
Qaida operative and three future World Trade Center suicide hijackers to undergo al 
Qaida basic military training in Afghanistan. 

AMO/Detainee: The Detait^ce stated, that this is Ramzi bin AI Sheeb'$ statement and not 
his words. The Detainee took a polygraph and Al Shecb refused. The Detainee says it 
s}k>ws he is telling the truth. The Detainee wants to read the CommissiOTi book on 91 L 
He says it will tell the truth about Al Shecb. The Detainee confirmed this statement. 

Designated Military OfScer: (3.a7) An al Qaida operative stated that the Detainee 
facilitated the operative's initial travel to Afghanistan and his initial introduction to 
Usama bin Laden. 

AMO/Detainee: The Detainee says, this is probably just an extension of Al Shecb's 
statement. Either way it is false* The Detainee confirmed this statemem. 

Designated Military Officer (3.a.8) An Islamic extremist stated that he attended 
meetings in tfie Detainee's house on numerous occasions with a future suicide bomber 
and an al Qai(^ operative » 

AMO/Detaincc: The Detainee stated, this is Karim Mehdi, a very good friend atid that 
Karim made the statement and it is not correct. The Detainee confirmed this statemetU, 

Designated Military Office (3.a.9) The Detainee swore loyalty to Usama bin Laden in 
1990. 

AMO/I>etainee: The Detainee stated> in March 1991 he swore loyally to Usama bin 
Laden through one of Usama bin Laden's recruiters. The Detainee docs irot want to say 
iJk recruitcr*5 name. The Detainee confirmed this statement, 
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Designated Military Officer: (3.b) Training (3-b.l) The Detainee was trained in the use 
of weapons and terrorist tactic$ in Usama bin Laden*s training camps in Afghanistan. 

AMO/Detainee: The Detainee stated, that it was oaly one camp, not multiple camps and 
that he did not train in terrorist tactic$. The Detainee confirmed ikb statement 

Designated Military Officer: (3 .b, 2) In January 1991, the Detaineetraincd for six weeks 
at Camp Farouq, located near Khowst. Training consisted of physical exercises and 
weapons training on the AK-47, Scminov, Uzi, M-1 6, Makaiov pistol and rocket 
propelled grenades. 

AMO/Detainee: TIk Detainee stated, among other light weapons. The detainee 
confirmed this staiemenl 

Designated Militaty Officer; (3x) Connections/Associations (3.c.l) From 1993 through 
1 999, the Detainee was tasked by an individual to set up a radio broadca^ing station in 
Sudan, to assist in counterfeiting money, e&j^cially United States currency, in Kandahar, 
Afghanistan^ and to help establish greater Internet connectivity between Sudan and 
Kandahar, The Detainee denied taking part in any of these taskings. 

AMO/Detaineet The Detainee stated, that this vm refuted at the CSRT and that this 
allegation was removed. The Detainee had asked the Intelligence community to come as 
a witness . T&e Detainee confirmed this statement 

Designated Military Officer: {3x.2) TTie it^ividual who tasked the Detainee was one of 
Usama bin Laden's key operatives, 

AMO/Detainee: The Detainee says this individual had ik> authority to task* Tte 
Detainee was asked to help with the broadcast He wants to call this individual as a 
witness. The Detainee does not want to say the name of this individual. The Detainee 
confirmed this statement 

Designated Military Officer: (3x3) The Detainee was involved in money laundering 
activities. Tie Detainee wired United States curretKy three times for one of Usama bin 
Laden's operatives, 

AMO/Detainee: The Detainee says, that he was never involved in mcmcy laund^ng. He 
helped his cousin wire some money twice to his cousin*s family, 7,000 Gennan marks. 
The third time the detainee refused. The Detainee confirmed this statement. 

Designated Military Officer: (3x4) The Detainee stated that he atteiwied a mosque in 

Duisburg, Germany where the director was the leader of the Egyptian Islamic Jihad in the 
area. 



Detainee: That*s correct 
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Designated Military Officer; (3.d) Intent (3,d.l) The Detainee said that his goal while in 
Afghanistan was to become a martyr by dying for Islam, However^ the Detainee would 
fight in a battle and there would not be another one for months, thereby reducbg his 
chances to be martyred, 

AMO/Detaince: The Detainee says, that to die as a martyr is correct. To this day he still 
wants to die as a martyr. The Detainee does not want to kill any im^ocent people, 
including Americans. The Detainee confirmed this staiemeni. 

Designated Military Officer: (3,d.2) The Detait)ee is a susj^ctcd facilitator of the failed 
millennium bombing conspiracy. 

AMO/Detainee: The Detainee says, this is completely incorrect and was refuted at the 
CSRT, He wants to call Aimed Rassam and the United States Intelligence as witnesses. 
The Detaittee confirmed this statement 

Designated Military Officer: (3.e) Odier Relevant Data (3,e,l) In January 2000, the 
Detainee departed Canada to travel to Mamttania. On the way to Mauritania, the 
Detainee was detained in Dakar, Senegal where he was questioned and released after four 
daj^. 

AMO/Detainee; The Detainee says, that he was not released. He was turned over to 
Mauritanian authorities. The Detainee confirmed this stutement 

Designated Military Officer: (3.e.2) In April 2000, the Detainee traveled from 
Mauritania to Germany where be was detained for three weeks and questioned l^ 
German authorities. 

AMO/Detainee: The Detainee states, that this is correct. However, it was because of 
fraud, not terrorism. The Detainee confirmed this statement* 

Designated Military Officer: (3.c.3) In April 2000, the Detainee left Germany aM 
traveled to Mauritania where Mauritanian government officials seized his passport. 

Detainee: That's conect but it was in May 2000 not April. 

Presiding Officer It was in May not A^l? 

Detainee: No, look at it your honor, in April I spent one month in jail cell. How could I? 

Presiding Officer: Thank you. 

Designated Military Officer: (3.e.4) In September 2001. the Mauritanian Security 
Service detained the Detainee afier the 1 1 September 2001 attacks in the United States. 
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AMO/Detainec: The Detainee states that he turned himself over tc the Mauritanian 
government. The Betain ee confirmed this statement. 

Designated Military Officer: (4) The following primary factors favor release or transfo-: 
(4.a) The Detainee denied having knowledge of the attacks in the United States prior to 
their execution on 1 1 Sejrtembct 200 J , and also denied knowledge of any rumors or plans 
of future attacks on the United States or U*S interests. 

Detainee: That^s correct 

E)e5ignated Militaiy Officer: (4.b) The DetaiiKc stated that he did not know of Usama 
bin Laden's operative's involvement in terrorism when he transmitted money for him, 

AMO/Detainec: The Detainee says, this is correct. It is the same Incident with his cousin 
and helping him send money to his cousin^s family. The Detainee confirmed this 
statemenL 

Designated Military Officer: (4.c) The Detainee strongly denied that he had helped 
anyone travel to Chechnya or Afghanistan. 

Detainee: That's correct. 

Designated Military Officer: This concludes the Unclassified Summaiy of EvideiKc. 

Tfte Adntinistmiive Review Board went into a thse4 session to discuss sensitive 
information. The board reconvened the unclassified portion at i942hrs, IS Decemiter 
2005. 

The Designated Miiitary Officer confirmed that he had no further unclassyied 
information and requested a dosed session to present ctassified irtformadon relevant to 
the disposition of the Detainee. 

The Presiding Officer acknowledged the request. 

The Presiding Officer opened the Administrative Review Board to the Detainee to 
present information with the assistance of the Assisting MUHary Officer. 

Assisting Military Officer: Yes sir, the Detainee would like to make an oral statement 
and a written statement. 

Presiding Officer: Okay, let me see what he wants to present and then I will explain to 
you how I want you to present it. 

The Presiding Officer reviewed the documents the Detainee wanted to present to the 
board. 
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Detainee: When the CSRT invited me to attend the hearing they confiontcd me with very 
much the same thing you have confronted me with. [ said no that is outrageous, I have 
done some of that; most of that I have not doM, I said I have witnesses and I can prove 
it, they said how? I said U.S. Intelligence, military intelligence, my ex-wlfe aiwl so many 
witnes^$. They said they would xise U.S. Intelligence as a witness but you let them 
decJde on what tbey were going to tell us. There were thirteen allcgatiorK and they 
erased nine and tfie [remaining] four sir, you have. Only those four arc my allegations. I 
really don't understand why they have gone back [to the thirteen) and we have already 
been through and put the allegations I was not charged with on this. It does not make any 
sen^e to me. It looks like O J. trial. 

Presiding Officer: The unclassified is stuff that various agencies have given us to be 
allowed to use and {^esent to you. They were classified at one time and they unclassified 
them and said this is what the Detainee can have or anybcwfy else if in fact it gets 
released. There is other information of a classified nature that they won*t release to you, 
but we may have access to it during our classified session. Even tlK)ugh they may have 
had thirteen or so many allegations and narrowed it down only to four hwc in the CSRT> 
those agencies may have given us a number of tbmgs, and say ha« you can read this and 
this is what wc consider important on this guy. You can contest them as you did in some 
cases today ai«! something you agreed to and we appreciate that. I am just trying to give 
you and idea of why some of this is repeated again. 

Detaitwe: Why should it be repeated if it had already been refuted. Here you can read 
the synopsis and it reads very clearly, 'Curing the recess the t^conter modified cxhtT^tt 
Rl of the Unclassified Summary of Evidera^ deleting a number of allcgatiOT^," So why 
did they delete them back then and they say I am right and the guy who wrote this was 
wrong and now the same things have come back. I don't understaod that doesnH make 
sense to me, if you could explain It, I really want to understand. 

Presiding Officer: Well again, they probably could not find enough stuff to substantiate 
the allegations that they took out They are not saying they arc right or wrong, they are 
just sayirig they didn't have the evidence to support them. Then they were just able to 
hang their hats on these four things in paragraph three which [states]* Detainee was 
previously determined an enemy combatant and this determination is based on itm 
information that the Detainee was a memter of the TaUban or al Qaida, Tbsn it goes on 
to say you admitted these four things; that you admitted to traveling to Afghanistan to 
wage jihad; that your goal was to become a martyr and you did say that again today. So 
based on these and Ae other two things, you can read them as well as I can, that is what 
they based their answer from the CSRT on continuing your detention as an enemy 
combatant. Because they only had to meet certain criteria and that is what they did. Now 
for today the Unclassified Summary is full of a lot of things ymi disputed and you're 
offering this as an explanation that it shouldn't be there. We will weigh and listen to your 
answers and I am sure we arc going to have a few questions for you in regards to it You 
may or may not have answers to it, but 1 know ] have at least two questions, so we will 
get to that, 1 am not going to tiy and guess why the agencies repeated those allegations in 
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the unclassified summary again [this time] evca thougji ihc CSRT dropped them. They 
didn't really say but the deleted number of allegations and modified exhibit Rl [can be 
submitted as exhibits]. They didn't say that they werenH true they just modified them. 

The Asshtins MUitary Officer submitftd the Detainee 's CSRT excerpts as Exhibit EC- 
C to indude EC-Cl andEC-Cl^ copies of these exhibits have been provided to the 
Designated MUitary Officer. 

Presiding Officer: Do you have some other documents you would like to present to the 
board or are you just going to read something? 

Detainee: No> no I have nothing. 

Presiding Officer: Because if there are other things I would like to cover them with the 
AMO because he will have to present flicm as an exhibit. If you are not going to present 
anything else> that*s fine. 

Detainee: No, I have nothing. 

Presiding OfiBcer; Comments ami things like that we are still going to continue with but I 
want to get through the exhibit portion. 

Detainee; Okay. 

Presiding Officer: Assisting Military Officer please read the Detainee's additional 
comments on the Enemy C<mibatant Election Form, 

Assisting Military Officer. TTie Detainee requests that he ^ released to Canada and that 
his request be forwarded to Washington, D.C. The Detainee was told that a decision will 
be made in Washington, D,C. and be will get an answer in the very near future* 

Presiding Officer: Let me ask you this> you said you would like lo te released to Canada, 
is there some reason you do rK>t want to be released lo your home country? 

Detainee: Well, I have a good reason; my country turned me over, short cutting all kin<b 
of d\ie process of law, like a candy bar to 4e United States. They sent mc to Jordan for 
torture and later on to Bagram and then to Ais place. So I think that is a good reason ncrt 
to want to go back to such a country. 

Presiding Offiwa^; So youir concern is being tortured again x^en you go back? 

Dctairwse: Not only, I don't think that my country would torture me, I am not going to lie 
to you your Honor. So let me explain this to you. If the United States releases mc to ray 
country and they agree on some formula that will for sure limit my jfreedom without any 
reason, because in my country you do not need a reason lo limit someone's freedom, and 
I don't see any reason why my freedom should be limited. For example, you have seen 
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that my passport was taken and that I was forbidden to traveJ. I did not appreciate it and 
that is not a life. I [would have to] go everyday to the police and sJgo papers, no. I want 
to go to a country where I can enjoy my freedom or 1*11 stay here. Please explain my 
point to them (asking OL-21 to explain a previously discussed issue). 

OL-21 : He forgot to add oik thing that he toJd us why Canada. It was because he had 
the immigrant status there. And the immigrant status is almost like being a citizen, but if 
yon are outsicte of Canada for more than six months you cannot take advantage of that 
status. But he does not know if in his case, because it was beyond his control, if be 
stayed six months out of Canada if he still has that stahis in Canada or not. 

Presiding Officer: He does not know if he has that status? 

D^ainee: I have the status and I have the papers. But it says [under] Canadian Law if 
you stay <Hitsidc the country for more than six mot)ths yon arc not safe. Then you cannot 
go back to tte country and you will have to reapply. But this was against my will 
because I was put in jail. So if s a problem, if s just a wish. 

Presiding Officer I was Just curioi^ why you didn't want to go back to your home 
country and if there were some other extenuating circumstances that tlw State Department 
could give consideration to when negotiating your transfer. 

Detainee: I just want you to understar¥! because it is key for me that you, the board;, 
understand the case, the heart of the case. Forget about me being detained or released, 
forget about it Just try to understand why I am here and all of the circumstances 
surrounding my capture and my detention, I would like for you to understand. I asked at 
the CSRT to be turned over to the United States of America^ but when I learned from my 
American friends here, they said no, no you were in Cuba and for God sake you arc a 
suspected tcnorist and the United States would not accept you, I will wt force you to 
take me* I feel like I deserve (it] becai^ I was hcH)est, cooperative, and I was 
fortlKoming. I may be wrong; obviously I ara^ so just turn me over to Canada. 

Presiding Office: Okay, 

Detainee: In case you don*t release me, then I know my address. 

Presiding Officer: I understand you would like to give a statement and you just did. Is 
there anything else you would like to tell us? If not does that conclude your statement? 
If you have additional comments you would like to give us you may. 

Detait>ee: Yeah, yeah. 

Presiding Officer At this time I understand you have swnething you would hice to read 
to us, you may begin reading your commaits at this time. 

The Detainee made ihefoiiowing statement: 
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Detainee; First of ail why did the U.S» latelKgencc get on ray neck? Why did they pick 
me out? Why did they pick me md not Just anybody from flie streets? They picked me 
out for reasons and I will explain them to you why. It goes back to late 1^8 and Jamwry 
1999 when 1 received a call from a cousin of mine, whose name I doo't want to mention 
his name. I learned later that my cousin was using Usama bin Laien's satellite phone 
that was intercepted. He called me and anotter cousin of mine named Ould Mohammed. 
I was in Germany and our otl»r cousin was in Mauritania, so the United States [told] the 
Germans tl^t 1 was an al Qaida operative. They kr^w It was not Usama bin Ladcn*8 
voice, they knew h was me. Mohammed vras captured in Mauritania and stayed m jail 
for two months for interrogations* I wasn't captured, but I am sure I was followed by the 
German police [and/or] German Intelligence. I did not know anything about it back then, 
okay. My cousin had always hem in moderate ocmtact, he called me more and I never 
knew his address and he called mc more for different reasons. We were [also] brother-in- 
laws; we married xbc same sisters (my fomier wife is his wife's sister). The sisters they 
want to contact each other and he also contacted mc to help him transfe- money to his 
family in Mauritania because technically when be was in Sudan it is ixrt possible to wire 
money from Sudan to Mauritania. Mauritania banking does not woriq [ don't know 
about the banking in Sudan, but I don't think it is as advance. So he had to setwi me the 
money to my account in Germany and I would physically take the money to some of my 
friends, who will give it to his family (the cousin*s family) in Mauritania, I did this twice 
in late 1 998 [Detainee paused to recollect tiie time frame of Ae transfers). It was 
between Utc 1997 and 1998, let mc [think] it has been a long time so I don't want to give 
you [the wrong information]. 

Presiding Officer We understand if you are off a little bit, then approximately. 

Detainee: It was an amount around $7,(H>0. They said bere American money, I don't 
understand. 

OL-21: 70W} marks, not dollars. 

Detainee: Okay, dollars I am wrong. It says here somewhere *^he Detainee wired United 
States currency three times for one of Usama bin Laden operatives." It does wt make 
sense to me. 

Presiding Officer: What they say is that you were involved in money laundering 
activities, which if I have 5000 or 7000 dollars and I give it to him. Then he distributes it 
to [his] brothers, mothers^ sisters and cousins tl^n I am trying to launder it through them. 

Assisting Military Officer: 1 think what his issue is though, is the difference vdiere he 
didn't have U,S. dollars he had [Dcutsch] maxks. Where they are saying ti^ equivalent 
might be 4000 U.S. [dollars] to 7000 [Deutsch] Marks, 

Detainee: Exactly, AMO is correct. Here Js the deal because my cousin and my brother- 
in-law warn to seirf some money for his family and he asked me [for help). How the hell 
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could I know if he stole it or Usama bin Laden gave it to him» or wherever the hell be got 
this money, that wa$ none of my btisi ne$s. It is not my policy to ask people where they 
got the money. 

Presiding Officer: He just asked you to do him a favor? 

Detainee: Yes, and I did it 

Presiding Officer: Okay. 

Detainee: He asked me a third time, they said I did it three times and that's not correct 
The third time it was around October 1999, 1 am dead sure because my broths was with 
mc. Then my brother told mc "Who is calling you?" he is my older Iwther and I said 
''my cousm"> He said "What is he asking you?" and I said " He is asking tne to help him 
wire money to his family" and my brother said **No!** Then I toW my cousin I could not 
wire the money and hs was upset I would like for you to refer to the intimxptcd 
telephone convocation with me and him to prove ray point 

Presiding Officer I am not sure I have that available to me but I will take your word for 
it. 

Detainee: Okay, well neither am L Okay, but that is what happened anyway. Of course 
the Americans were interested in mc and they told the Germans to watch me ctosely. But 
I have had such good conduct in Germany the Germans iwvcr even bott^red me to ask 
any questions. They went to the Imam of my Mosque and they told him I had connection 
with terrorist and he laughed, that's wiiat he told me, that te laughed. I said, " I don't 
think so". Tliey said it was not really a "Hot**, it is nothing hot about it but we jim have 
the report to tell you and we will take your word for it. Then he told mc he advised me, 
"German Intelligence came and showed mc your picture and said you have contact with 
terrorist" I said, **! was afraid." This was the first time that I heard something like that 
For somctody to have never dealt with the iralicc and intelligence tlwy may get scared^ 
but now I am not scared because I am so m«d to intelligence and police t»ing after mc 
and arresting mc putting me in jail I will show you guys, you will not be yourself when 
the police arc tehind you. Anyway, I was scared, he told mc te has ^perience with 
them, so go to Ihem and I can anange a meeting with you. Tell them in(ked you were in 
Afghanistan in 1991 and February 1992 because they donH give a damn about that Just 
go and tell them and they will leave you in peace- I was afraid and I did not follow his 
advice. I said im5» no if they find out I have been in Afghanistan ttey could make trouble 
with mc because they hate people who believe in jihad and go with )ihad ev«i agaimt 
Russia. So I was afraid. All the evidence was not in my favor and ihen my Visa was 
taken away. My lawyer messed up, he messed up some lawyer stufTand the Germans 
would not extend my Visa. 1 said, "okay, TJI go to Canada**, upon the advice of my 
friend, whom I have already told you about He was my student in Germany and he 
immigrated to Canada in )996 or 1997. He came to visit me hi Germany and he said, 
"^Canada is amazing. There is no racism, they speak Fr«ich, and it is just a very 
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advanced country. You will have a job at the snap of a finger.'* I said ** I like Geimany" 
and he said *ifs just a possibility, go for it and apply for Canada and you will have the 
Canadian papers if Germany does not accept you f<^ some reason, then go to Canada." I 
decided to go to Canada on Friday* Novemt^r 26, 1999. Okay, it was shortly before the 
beginning of Rflraadan and my fticnd said **We need you h^*e in Canada bccai^e we 
have no Hafez." Explain to them what Hafez is (asking OL-21 to explain what a Hafez 
is). 

OL-21 : Hafez is the pei^on who memorized the whole Koran and when we pray w^ pray 
verses of the Koran and you have to memorize it. During Ramadan there is prayer and 
Sifiet the fifth salit we pray an extended prayer for about and hour and half to two hours. 
I>uring Ramadan you have to recite the entire Koran, you start fixnn the beginning and 
when you pray he keeps reading the Koran and be is called the Hafez, a person who has 
memorized the whole Koran, 

Presiding OfRcer: And you are familiar with this? 

Detainee: I am one. In Arabic countries there are oodles but in Europe and Canada cme 
is very rare. I reluctantly accepted the offer because in Germany they were bothering mc 
a lot Sometimes during Ramadan I would pray for two montl^ and it was just too much 
for me. In Canada they brought tne to this big Mosque and they tested me and said he is 
good. The Imam said 1 have a trip to United Emirates and 1 would like for you to lead the 
prayer and I said okay. I lead the prayer during Ramadan that's it. I was rw^ the Imam of 
the Mosque, so far, so good. Scane people who were very important to intelligence 
atlen<ted this Mosque; people wbwi the intelligence community was watching were 
attending this Mosque were I lead the prayer. It is a three story Mosque where like ten 
thousand people could pray at the same time» okay. 

Presiding Officer And we arc in Canada? 

Detainee: Canada, Yes. 

Presiding Officer: Didn't want to lose you. 

Detainee: Please, I want you guys to understand my story okay, because H really doesn*t 
matter if they release me c«- not, I just want my story understood. Okay, I want to get H 
off my chest The Mosque itself was not a threat or important, it was a moderate 
Mosque. 

Presiding Officer: But some people that the intelligence community h&d interest in were 
attending it? 

Detainee; Yes, forcibly, I tell you why. People, bad people always want to blend in a 
crowd so if the Mosque is a very big Mosque the chances of a person getting picked up 
are very low. The Mosque is also classified as non-extremist. Is that c<MTCct, I don't 
know. Extremist, not dangerous because for you guys extremist is a very easy stamp to 
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put on something. They were not really interested in me but they wtre intci^sted in 
certain people who attended the Mosque. So look at me, I have contact with Usama bin 
Laden'$ operative, who was helping launder money, is now in Canada attending a 
Mosqite where wc believe a very dangerous group is attttiding and te is even the Imam 
of the Mo^w, SOTiething is going on. 

Presiding Officer: It*s not looking gcKxi? 

Detainee: No, ifs not looking good at all. It will look worst than that. Then *e 
Canadians said they have someone to take cane of Okay, December 14, 1999 aNigman 
called, Aimed Rassam a former inhabitant of Montreal where I lived, tried to cros5 the 
border mto ite Unit^ States carrying a bomb. He wanted to attack the United States 
during the millennium; they call it the millennium plot, the infamoi^ millennium plot. 
The Americans captured him> okay at he border before he did anything. Arc any of ycm 
familiar with this story? Obviously the Major is, excuse me the Lieutmant Colonel So, 
tlKy captured him and they said wait a minute this guy is fiom Montreal and he is a 
membw of the Algerian Islamic Group, which attends tte Montreal Mosque, whidi is 
right now being lead by me who is in connection with an ojwirative of Usama bin L^len. 
Why did he come from Germany at this time? He is the head, he is tte Imam, 1^ is the 
Gei^al, and a potentially very dangerous guy. I speak four languages and I am a 
Telecommunications Engineer and I am dangerous, I don't know why because I am a 
pretty lazy guy. They told the Canadians that I was the guy behind all of this. Aimed 
Rassam refill to talk, be took his 5^ Amendment and he didn't say anything at all, dkl 
talk later but vaguely. The Canadians are crazy they didnM stop tte guy, so if they 
wanted to scan like tlwy wctc up to somediing. So they were v«y jumpy. They were 
everywhere in the Mosque, in tiw [K)iice car, 24 hours and they made tsvo holes in my 
apartment* very small tiny holes> They didn't know I saw them but 1 was asleep and 
wJ^n I woke up the guy was outside putting tiny cameras in the l^e, I called Ae police 
and 1 knew it was not my neighbor it was intelligence. But I said, my neighbor is putting 
two holes in two bedrooms, one in my roommates (room] aiwi one in mine, why would he 
do that to me? Then the police told me to put glue in die hole. I stared at him and said, 
"Did I ask you your advice or something? It is a mrac behind Ais»" Your hraior, [ was 
just laughing, I didn't have any problems that they were watching me. I told my brother I 
was going to make a jdte or sc^nething. People ^y 1 am very fimny and light so I didn*t 
take it very smously, but tte police Royal Mounted Police of Canada, if s like FBI and 
they came and interrogated me. I was scared to hell, they asked me do I know Aimed 
Rassam, I said "No", and then they said do you know this guy and I said ** No, No'\ 1 
was so scared I was shaking and they released to the Americans that 1 was very scared. 1 
was not used to this it was the first time I had been interrogated and I just wanted to stay 
out of trouble and make sure I told the truth. But they were watching me in a very ugly 
way. It is okay to be watched Init it is not okay to see the people who are watching you. 
It was very clumsy, but they wanted to give the message that we are watching you. 
Okay, screw it, it is not pr<*lem they can watch me. If 2000 starts they were are afraid 
that I would kill some people. After 2000, 1 thought they woxdd leave me alone but that 
was not correct* At the same time members of my family were taken by tiie Mauritanian 
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Intelligence and interrogated about the millennium plot. I didn't know that my wife was 
interrogated and that my brotl^rs were interrogated. They dkln*t tell me because they 
were scared but they said," What are you doitig over in Canada?" I said nothing but look 
for a job. And my family decided I needed to get back to Mauritatiian because this guy 
must be in a very bad environment and we want to save him. We donH care if they put 
him in jail Iwrc (Mauritanian jail) but we need to get him out of trouble. He is 
surroumted by bad people, that is what my family thought and decided I should come 
home. And they told me that my mothw was sick. My ex- wife called me and she was 
crying and she said " Eitiier you get me to Canada or you ccnne back to Mauritania.** 1 
said "hey take it easy/* [ didnU like this life in Canada, I couldn't enjoy my freedwn and 
being watched is not very gocwl. I haled Canada and I said the wo± is very hard here, I 
took off on Friday, 21 January 2(K)0; I took flight from Montreal to Brussels, then to 
Dakar, The Canadians were asked by the American Intelligence to arrest me and the 
Canadians asked, ** Where is your evidence?" The Canadians said we cannot arrest 
someone without pap<aw<^k. Then the Americans asked " Can you at least tail him 
wherever he goes?" So tl^y must have told them I left and todk a flight from Montreal to 
Brussels to Etekar. 1 didnH take a flight directly to Mauritania because Dakar is highly 
visited and the flights arc cheaper. Dakar is about 270 miles away and originally my 
family, my two brothers were going to pick mc up fix^m the airpcat. So far, so good 
understood? I told tivem the flight number and everything and thai the flight was ctj 
Friday. The Americans have obviously seen me as a potential threat. They were sure 
that I was behind the milleimium plot because of all the circumstances. 

Presiding Officer: But they just couldn't prove it 

Detainee: Yes, they wanted to get me arrested at least But they wanted to get me in a 
place where dicy could arrest me, Belgium would not cooperate wifli them, Canada 
wouldn^t cooperate with them because they needed a smoking gun, but Dakar was a voy 
good choice* Tbey watted and 1 stayed 12 hours in Belgium and nobody bcrtheied me. 
Wtwn I got to Dakar they arrested me in the name of law. They took mc to a police 
station and they said, **We have very heavy information against you, the millennium 
plot** I was saying no, it^s not so. I just deni«i it. But the Americans were not 
knpressed at all with the results of the interrogation. To be truthful, I was not vwy 
truthftil with Senegal*s interrogators but not with liw^ thing they w«e asking me about 
They asked if I was trained in jihad and I told them no, which was not conect I just did 
not want to give them more evidence to get myself burned. 1 was in a foreign country of 
Senegal and I wanted to be turned over to the United States right away l^cause I knew at 
some point tte United States would know that I didn't do it and tJ^y would release me- 
In Senegal they might torture me and I don't like to te tortured. Senegal didn't rwdly 
torture me because there was not any really substantial evidence. After five days» 
Sejtwgal said they could not keep mc. They said either give us proof or we will release 
him, but the American government worked it out so 1 could be sent back to Mauritania 
and I was scared. Okay to make a long story short, Mauritania thoroughly investigated 
my case, I was forthcoming and I said to jiKt be honest because it is no big deal in 
Arabic countries to go fight jihad and come back. It is no big deal like in Saudi Arabia, 
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for American and Europeans it is a very big thing. If you fight jihad they think you are 
going to kill people. But in my country I told yes, I was in jihad and 1 swcktc bayat to Bin 
Laden and everything but that was a very long time ago. They understo<Kl and they said 
they have no problem* But I said don't tcli the Americans and they said they wouldn't 
but they lied and told the Americans everything. Then the American FBI came, three 
guys John Clonon, Michael Bush and another guy ftom tlw Departmwt of Justice (lX»J)j 
1 fcM^goC bis name. They interrogated me they wanted to hear me instead df reading tte 
report. They came c«i the 5*** and 6^^ of February 2000 and they interrogated me. As to 
my story about the millennium plot, it was easy because 1 didn't have nothing to do with 
it I was forthcoming. As for my story about going jihad m Afghaiustan^ I was not as 
forthcoming because ! didn't feel I needed to be forthcoming with them because I owe 
tbem nothing* Why should I talk to these guys? 1 didn*t bomb you; I didn't come to the 
United States, Why do you come to me and ask me questions? That is v/hsX I was 
thinking on tte inside but I couldnH say it because I must be conscious of everything 
because they were going to beat my ass if I didn't amwcr the FBI. I know that, but the 
FBI did not tell the Mauritanians that I was not as forflicoming with them as I vwis with 
Mauritania. Bxit anyway they could get the information but they wanted to read it 
themselves, which is good. But I didn't want to give them the infOTmation because I was 
distraught because they put me under things that 1 didnH deserve. The guy left on 
February 11^. I w^ released on February IS*'', the Mauritanians said " We don't iwcd 
you go Bvmy. We have rx> Interest whatsoever in you.** I asked them \diat about the 
Americans? They said ** The Americans keep saying you are a link Iwt they didn't give 
us any proof so what shouM we do?" 1 told my wife that I should go to Germany because 
I have nevCT experienced as much peace as I have ex|:^$nced In Germany. I told her 
lets go back to Germany and try it They tdd me no Visa and I said I am refugee and it 
takes about twenty years to decide about your case. Many people come as a refugee and 
they refuse them then they appeal everything and it lakes a long time and you can take 
your case to the Supreme Court in Germany, ItisapartoftheOermanconstituticm* Do 
you untkrstand your honor? Okay, so for so good, I asked for a European Visa and you 
can go to any European Country. Why did I g^ this Visa? It's because I didn't want to 
go to the Germans because they know me. They said the Americans are l^hind you and 
we don't want any trouble with America and we will not give you a Visa because they 
are friends. So, I went to Spain and they gave me a Visa and I used the Visa to go 
where? Germany! Soon as I landed in Gwmany they put chains on me and took me to 
jaiL They said they were arresting me for fraud, which was correct 1 did the fraud it was 
about 4000 [Deutsch] Marks, but the probtem was that i took money for unemployed 
people, while I was designing my own company. It is not allowed and I didn't know but 
that was no excuse. If you break the law and you don't know it, that's ycwir problem. 
There is no excuse not to know the law in Gennany. 

Presiding Officer: You took unemployment money while you were starting your own 
business? 



Detainee: Exactly. 
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Presiding Officer: Ootchal 

Detainee: I told that I have not started the [busicessj yet but they said oo, that's not an 
excuse. You can get money but not under the title "Unemployed" maybe under another 
title. 1 said "that is not a good reason to put me in jail." It is because you have no address 
in Germany, you cotUd potentiaUy run away from the law. If I had an address I would 
have spent three weeks in jail because fraud like this is not a major crime. Anyway they 
kept me three weeks and they sentenced me to six mondis probation during three years 
and that was April 2000. In May, around mid May, I said, "Man no country is accepting 
me". Because Germany asked me about the fraud and they said if you give the 
information wc can work together. I said, "Man I don't know anything." Then they just 
leave me peace. Then I said to my wife I am going bade to Mauritania if I am going to be 
roasted then I am going to be roasted in my own freaking country. Then I went l«ck io 
Mauritania and the Americans told tfiem that this guy should be stopped. The 
Mauritanian asked me to come to them. I went to the police and they took my passport 
and said "you can not go." 1 said, "good!" Then a friend of mine found mc some wrak 
with his employer. National Mcdica[I] to woik as their Internet provider. I had a good 
time, it was work I like and they paid me vrell. I had a good life, but it sucked that I 
didn't have the freedom to travel but hey I have to cope with it, so far so good. 
September 1 1* 2001, the United States got attacked and people are looking for leads. 
The police called me on September 29* about 2300 hours in the night. 

Presiding Officer: So September 1 1 * 2001 you were in \n*ich country? 

Detainee: Inmycountiy. 

Presiding Oflicen In your country? 

Detaitiee: Yes, they were the ones who took my passport away and forbid me to travel. 
In a way it was good because no one could blame anything oo me for that time being. 
Okay, September 1 1* happened. Then on September 29* 2001. *c Mauritanian 
Intelligence called me at 1 1pm, okay! Understood! They said, "We need you. Where are 
you?" because I was on my cell phone. I told them not to wony about vdtete I am, where 
are you? I will come to you. I drove my car [to] them, [tfiey] tokl me to stop and they 
put a driver in my car. Then I drove widi the interrogator. They said the Amoicans told 
us to arrest you man. I just want to mention here that I wrote a book while io jail here 
recently about my whole story okay. I sent it for release in District foQ Columbia and 
when it is released I advise you guys to read it. A little advertisement, it is a very 
interesting bode, 1 think. The Mauritanians arrested me and the FBI or w^tever they ai«. 
They are American they may be anything, but one is namedJHmi ^ German

descendan t with a bad accent. He spoke Octman adequately but not very good. And fH 



_^__^ American he didn't speak any German. The other guy was mterpreting for 
oecause I didn't speak any Englis h, I learned my English in this camp. They interrogated 
me on October 13^ andH^^^was a very violent guy and he threatoncd me witft 
torture. He struck me witii^ottle of water that is about 2 liters. He was very silly 
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because Ik said he was going to bring In black people. I don't have proHcm with black 
people, half of my country i$ black people. He said '*J am going to bring in some bl^ 
motlKT fijckers'' and this was my first time hearing these words, Hke what is a "^motlOT 
fiacka""^ That is not appropriate language man. He was very silly; he told me he hated 
Jews also. I toJd him that's your problem man. I told him I have no problem with tte 
Jews citl^r man. Anyway, he said I know you are a part of the millennium plot. He 
brought me some intercepted conversation and which I explaiocd to you. They were 
intercepting my phone and my mail. I explained it to him, because I was really scared 
and if you get scared everything you $ay will be garbage, and then he left. In October, 
the Mauritanians released me. I went back to my life, I thought now I will have a 
problem with my employer because my employer would not take me back because I am 
suspected of tenorism and they said they would take care of thi<. In front of mc while I 
was sitting [there] th& highest intelligence guy in Mauritania called my employe aiwi said 
that I was a good i^*$on we have no problem with [him] and we anested hun for a 
reasctfi. We had to question him and we have question^ him and he is good to go, so 
you can take him back* The guy on the other side of the i*oi^ was scared as hell. He 
said l» was going to take me [back] t^cau^e he was scared of the government He ww 
very eager to take me back because he got calJ^ from the government He said "you will 
come it*s your company you can do whatever you want.** They searched my office where 
I worked and took my hard disk. They also took my cellular phone. But I flushed the 
cell phone anyway because as scon as ttey told mc 1 was anested 1 hit a couple of 
buttons and flushed the whole phone. 

Presiding Officer: Okay, $o you cleared the system. 

Detainee: I cleared the system completely. I tell you M*y; b«:ai^e I had in ray photic 
something called PC Laden, which in German it means the PC Stored. Laden in G«man 
means store. I had that in my photw and I know the Americans woukl not believe diat it 
is real store where I kiy my supplies. Plus, I did not want them to bother my friends and 
other people, because maybe they would tap their phcffies, so I flushed the phone. They 
only have the hard disk to my computer. 

Presiding Officer: So they have a pkw^ but h is cleared with nothing on it and they 
probably could assume ^t you did that purposely. 

Detainee: Nothing on it Oh, yeah (hey can assume whatever they want to assume. 

Presiding Officer: You see how that looks to me if I get that phcMoe and there is {K>thing 
on it and he has cleaned this thmg* So what of Interest could have been on this thing that 
he was so worried about? 

Detainee: Well, at least it's better to have them think that ihcti to bother everybody I 
know.

Well and it is a fact that they 
understand this whole concept of tcnorism much better than Ihe average American 
intenogato-^ I can witness to that and tfiey can really know who is who. Had they known

Detainee: On paper, he was writing my answer and then I seen [sawj inteirogatois name 
m Arabic. 1 have teenspotUng much more Americans na m<M as yoa follow me. And 
^^lawther was HBlfbut my main interrogator was Jm|^. wfaote ftrst name is 
■pi. Hb was a very bright guy and he is young. He struck me twice in the fiice on 
dinerem occasions and pushed mc against ccmcrcte many times because I refused to talk 
to him. I told him * I am not talking to you. I have told you eveiything." I really was 
not as forthcoming with them as 1 had been with America because 1 hated them so much 
because Aey were doing a dirty job. h was not okay, weU to mc it was not okay, if it's 
okay to you then 1 don't care but anyway. He threat^wd me wtto a lot of torture and he 
took me to the Mie room where they tortured and there was this giQf who was beaten so 
much he was crying, crying like a child. I said " why do you want to do Urls to mc, 1 am 
talking, 1 am talking, just ask mc and I will talk." He said **ycah this is ^ing to happen 
to you too." I said "Init 1 did not give you a reason," Then people were wakened and 
they started to beat him and he started to cry and it was so difficult to sleep. I thought it 
was a bodybuildhig center and I asked the guard (they weren't supposed to talk to me but 
they talked to me anyway and tell mc everything), they treated me like a human being. 
Anyway, 1 said you gitys are training at 3.00 [am] they said, **yea, do you want to go to 
bodybuilding ceoterT 1 said "whatT and then they look and laughed at each other. Then 
the otfier guys who were in the bodybuilding center they were masked in black, 
everything was masked. Then the other guards said to them, liey take him to the 
bodybuilding center." They said "yeah, if be wants too." They were joking. I realized it 
was not a bodybuildiog cent^ because I started to hear crying and moaning. It was so 
hard to sleep. I was so terrorized, even though I did not suffer that I am not going to lie 
to I am not going to lie to anybody in my life. They threaten me with it but Hasy didn't do 
it All they did was struck me at different times in the face and hit me against the 
concrete wall. I came out of it with good eyes. July 1 ^^ 2002, the Jordanians turned mc 
over to the United States. America came and I was so happy because they gave me my 
clones and said you were &ee and they were going to send me to Mauritania, but I found 
myself in another plane. They took my clothes off and I said Ais is an American 
technique not an Arabic one because Arabs don't usually take all of your clothes off. So 
they stripped me naked like my mom bore me, and they put new clo^s on me. The guy 
moved his mask a little bit and I coukl see he was pale and that way I knew he was 
American. It was like I know my life is God's, I didn't want my family to sec me in such 
a condition on T.V, because I know Americans arc about T.V. media. I did not want 
them to take ray picture. 1 was in chains, a very bad suit, I had lost so mudi weight in 
Jordan I was like a ghost and I did not want my family to see me in this situation, that 
was my worst fear in the worid. Besides that I had to keep my watw (could not go to the 
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restroom) for eight hours straight Because the Americans [had me put] oo a diaper but 
I^ychologically I couldn^t [urinate] in the diaper. I tried to convince myself that it was 
okay bm I coutdn't and I was exploding [on the inside]. I was getting poisoned. Then 
after five hours of flight and this was my thinking because I know America is very far, I 
thought maybe it is Oennany and maybe they were tummg me over to Germany. I was 
happy because [I] know Gcnnany and I think that Europe is a lot moi^ liberal than 
Amcnca, that's what I think and that's what 1 beUeve. I was happy 1 said ^they can send 
me back to Germany, the helJ with irijust want to be! That's all I want Itboughtthcy 
were going to a$k rae a few questions and then I would go to jail and I will be aU right 
They took me m a helicopter for ten minutes and then a truck. I hc2ad language that I 
have never heard before; it was like Filipino language, something that 1 have nev«^ heard. 
I said I am in the Philippines. I wondered what day it was because I forgot whcthw tl^ 
were one day before us or one day after us because ttey took me at 8:CM) from Jordan and 
the sun hit me. It was like it was night and now all of a sudden it is day. It turned out to 
be Bagram AFB. They took mc into custody and it was okay. I fclt good l^cause I saw 
other detainees. They put me in isolation for one week but I feh blessed really because it 
has been a long time and I have never seen somebody who was in civilian uniform. All I 
have teen seeing in my eight months were people in military uniforms in Jordan, it is irot 
right I sec civilians, I sec detainees who suffered like I did and I was so happy. I was 
not really tortured in Bagram, one soldier grabbed me with chains airf he drag^d me 
over concrete stairs. 

Presiding OfBcer: When ycm say soldier, what service and what country? 
Detainee: He was an MP. 

Presiding Officer: U.S.,aUS,soldi«? 

Detainee: Yes. I have no proof that the interrogator lold him to do it So my guess is te 
hates the detainees and he dki it on his own. 

Presiding Officer; So in Bagram a U.S. soldier dragged you so far? 

Detamee: Yes, while taking mc from the cell to the inteirogation. 

Presiding Officer: Why did he have to drag you, because you wouldn*t walk? 

Detainee: I thmk since I am in shackles I walked slower, and he didn't have time so he 
just dragged the IwH out of me. 

Presiding OfBcer: Okay, so you were going and you just were not going fast enough. 

Detainee: Tbat's what I think, I don't think that my interrogator toW him to do it I 
think he may have just had a bad day or maybe he was clumsy or something. That is my 
honest assessmem. I didn't tell my interrogators about this because I didn't want my 
intm^ogator to know that som^ing like that could be done to me* 
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Presidbxg Ofitcer: Is this the first time that you are saying this or has it been i^>oited 

Detainee: I never reported it 

Presiding Officer: You never brou^t tfiis up bdbn:? 

IDetainee: Never, because I was afraid and at the CSRT they told me to teU them about 
I7* !^,.i,""* "J^ coimnent TU other guy who was a Japanese American and they called 
him William the Tortuiw^ in Bagram. He played with me a little bit He made me sit 
onmy knees for very long hours and 1 have very bad back pain, its called Sciatic Nerve 
and be worked on my Sciatic Nerve giving me a lot of pain during the intcrtogatiOT. The 
definition of torture if I can categorize this was not it really but thai he said to me " I am 
going to kick your ass." What does it mean to kick your ass, that's what I asked the 
mtcTTogator. It didn't really make sense to me because I know kick and I know the other 
part but J didn't know these words together. 1 leam language [quickly] and pidc it up. 
He said it to me fai Arabic but it did not make sense in Arabic either. It does not make 
sense m Arabic. 

OL-21: We don't say it in Arabic. 

Presiding Officer: Okay, we understand that now. 

Detainee: Anyway, August 4* 2002, 1 was assigned iSN 760 and transferred to GTMO 
Cuba, I was very happy because it was American territory and Afghanistan was a plfice 
of war and peojrfe could be subject to a lot of pain and stuff like ftat I thoi;^ this place 
was more controlled and watched by the Americans. 1 believed that a vast minority of 
Americans did iwt believe in torUire and I did not want to be toituied. That's all 1 
wanted, I could stay in jail People stay in jail for many reasons and for no rea8<m but 1 
don't like to be tortured. I was [jxist] my Detainee heic, a nobody. h>t enoeatk>n . I 
thought this is America not Jordan and they are not going to beat you. flUJVihe FBI 
guy said "we don't beat people, we dwi't torture it's not allowed." I was every once in 
awhile taken to interrogation, okay so far so good. 1 was just happy with tfic community 
and I am getting food and maybe T am seen as a hero or something, 1 don't know. Not 
everybcKfy wes GTMO detainees as evil people. In other countries they believe the 
Americans exaggerate sometimes. September 1 1* 2002, America anested a man by Ae 
name of, Ramzi bin Al Sheeb, who is said to be the key guy in the September 1 1* 
attacks. 

Presiding Officer: What is the name again? 

Detainee: Ramzi bin Al Sheeb. It is exactly one year alier September 11* [2001) and 
since his capture my life has changed drastically. Tbe guy has reportedly idootified me as 
the guy that he saw in Octob«^ 1 999, which is conect he was in my h ouse. He said th at 1 
advised him to go to Afghanistan to train. Okay, then his interrogatoi^^mj^firom 
the FBI asked him to speculate \\iio I was as a person. He said I think be is an qierative

The interrogator ccHild have lied because tbey He all the 
time hat that is what they said. They asked me do you Jcnow him, but I was lying. I have 
seen him he has been in my hou^ hit I don*: know his name, but I do kiww he is 
Yemeni. [And] I did not faiow what he dJd before or vAm he was going to do. 

Presiding OfRcw: Why was he in your bouse? 

Detainee: He was visiting a fiiend of mine and that friend was at work as fax as I can 
remember. He gave me a call and asked if I could pick up a couple of guys who were 
visiting him. They want to spend the night so I can visit wilh thwi tomoitow and I 
allowed tl^tn to spend the night with me. The guy caii^ to my house m Octiot:^ 1999. 
and he is correct alwut this but he said that I encouraged him to go to Afghani^an. When 
he got to Afghanistan he joined al Qaida. The FBI and I>oD speculated that I have 
dragged him over the table that I have conspired. I sent him to Af^anistan^ called 
Usama bin Laden on the {^onc and said a guy is goitig to come there, recruit him make 
him pledged. No^ they made a lot ofassumpdons about this meeting. The FBI guy tdd 
me that they think I am an <^>erative of Usama bin Laden so tl^ is the assumption the 
FBI and ihc DoD. As it turns out later, much later, the guy was a recruit for September 
11^ in 1 998 and he recruited other people and he had seen me m 1999/ Then the FBI 
said his statement cannot be correct. He was already in Afghanistan and he was recruited 
already. He knew in 199^ that be was going to hit some building with a plane but maybe 
he didnU know what building. 

Presiding Officer When did he know that? 

Detainee: [in] 1 998» refer to the documentary^ Hamburg Cell, BEIC, ^ich reconstructs 
the September 1 1* attacks. Also, what worsened my situation is that I denied never 
seeing him. I am the guy who did it Now I have millennium plot on diis hatn) (and also) 
nowScirtember 1 1* both, it JsiKrt easy. Then the FBI at CTMO Bay during ^ time era 
of General Miller, they released a list of the higlwst priority detain^s here at OTMO 
Bay- It was a list of 1 5 people and I was. guess which num ber, numb^ ONE. Then they 
sent a special FBI team and the leader wasHliH||y&nd I worked with him 
especially for my case. He said 'you fucked up^ and I was insulted because in AraWc 
that is a very bod v«>td* That's like saying I have \^tn rap^ or a homoseTcual ot 
something, I asked why did he say that arul he said because you are in a very bad 
situation. I did not believe him because the problem is inturogators lie and if a gsonp of 
people lie, it is hard to tell who is telling the truth. But 1^ was telling the tiu& oo many 
asi^cts. I thought he was a truthful guy. I thought 1^ was a decent guy. Since they art 
interrogators I guess it was a part of their job to lie. I thought he was just making Am of 
me when he said I was number ONE in the camp^ but he was nd lying he was telling the 
truth as future events would prove. He stayed with mc undl May 22, 2(K)3, 

Presiding Officer: He stayed with you meaning he came back and interrogated you off 
and on? 
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^inee: No, he stayed on this island and interrogated me on a daily basis until May 22. 

Presiding Officer Okay. Now I understand you. 

Dclwnee: His command, his boss told him I was involved in the millennium plot and I 
told him I had nothing to do with the millcnnhim plot. TTiey gave him a lot of allccatioi 



tell bitn that 1 just said I have never seen him. He ^d how did you know? TTien I took a 
polygraph and RasheA refbsed to take a polygraph far many itasot^. It turns out be is 
very contradictory and he lies. They said that to me themselves. They said my 
crcditability is high because I todc the polygraph. This guy was also subjorted to torture

Detainee: Yes, 1 asked the Yemenis, man Ramiz Rasheeb ^id 1 sent him to Afghanistan. 
I knew him I seen him but I didn't send him, why did he say so. They said man you 
believe cveiything that they tell you (this was a Yemeni guy who was captured with 
Ramiz). He said, *TTic interrogators lie** and I said **no, tbcy don't lie** I hav^ seen him 
but I did not send him to Afghanistan.

A couple of 
dayslaterJBy. ^ don't' know if that was her real name but 1 heard t hem call h er that It 
wasl^pwho was in charge. They assigned me another guy namedm^^or 
he was a special guy and we wouM never see his face. 




Presiding Officer: When you said covered, I am not sure what you mean? 
Detainee: You know like in Saudi Arabia, how the women are covered 
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Presiding Officer With a veil type thing, were their opcniags for his eyes 

Detainee: He did have opaiings for his eyes. He also had gloves, O J Simpson gloves on 
his hands. He was assigned to this special mission. They started to talk to me and said, 
**Iook WB are not FBI Oiid we need you to admit to the crime we have hei^ Thatyou 
were itivolved with the 1 1 S^tember attack and thai you were involved in the 
miUennixira plot*" I said *'no I wasnU". They said okay, forget about it Around June 
1 8 2003» I was taken fiom Mike Block and p ut in India B lock for total isolation* Tbcy 
took all of my stuff from me> I complained to ^H^^ because I tbou^ she was a 
deceit lady. I could not bear sleeping on the metal because of my back and you never 
know bow much pain I could take. I could end up dead or something. She said *iio, you 
arc not going to die." They tried to give me painkillers and 1 refused they out of protest 
How could you give me painkiller? Just give me something to skep on and I will be all 
right. Tbey took me to the doct(H^ here, a Navy doctor, and he was a good guy. I told him 
that I am in a very bad situation and he said okay I going to recommend that tbey give 
you some items, because you have a very serious condition of Scatic Nerve, But I camK>t 
promise you because those people decide not me. I would like for you to check my 
medical records. ! 

Durmg this portion of the ARB, the recording equipment began to mai/unction. litis 
malfunction has caused the remainder of tape 3 of 4 tapes from clicks 3407 io 4479 io 
become distorted. The Detainee discussed how he was tortured while here at GTMO by 
several individuals. The recording machine was swapped out with a new one and we 
finished out the session, Ti$e following is the board*s recollection of that 1009 click 
ma^unctUm: 

The Detainee was explaining his medical treatment and noticed a Board Member 
passing a note to the Presiding Officer, The Detainee inquired as to why the Board 
Member was passing a note. The Presiding Officer told the Detainee the Board 
Member had a question regarding the Detainee^s medical treatment The Board 
Member asked the Detainee to summarize his medicai treatment and the treatment he 
received at the hands of the interrogators. The Detainee stated the medical treatmerU 
he received was ^good^^ however be decided to continue to go itUo greater detail 
regarding the alleged abuse he received from the hanib of his interrogators. 

The Detainee began by discu ssing the alleg ed abuse he received from a female 
Interr ogator known to him ^^^fltHP ^A« Detainee attempted to explain to the 
Boardd/^f^/HH actions but he became distraught and visibly upseL He explained 
that he was sexually harassed and although he does like women he did not like what 
BHBB bad done to him. The Presiding Officer noticed the Detainee was upset and 
tot^mhe was not required to tell the story. The Detainee was very appreciative and 
elected not to elaborate on the alleged abuse from t///^Ml^eDetaine^ave^ 
detailed information regarding the alleged abus e front^/^/fgand .^^B^Bv 7%tf 
Detainee stated thai BMfH ^f^d flH||V ^^leredaroom mth th elr faces covered 
and began beating him.

Presiding Officer Wc are going to go back to vAerc you left offbut my qucrtioa to you 
15 has any of this abuse been brought up prior to this or is this the first Umc now? How 
about the people in the Camp, you said General Hood is awajre of this? 



Detoiwe: I think that General Hood is aware of this because of my interrogatw 




Presiding Officer: Ifnot f» will be tomonow because we will bring it up. Okay, could 
you take us from [before die 24*] because I got the August 2003 stufFbetwcea there, so 
if you could go to August 24* because you said that was a big day. Take us from th«t to 
this secret place so that we can move on a little bit- 

Detainee: Okay, exactly. I was taken by those two guys and the trip took about an hour, 
it was in a boat. Then they took me to a place and I was moaning and I recognized a 
voice and he was talking to two Arab guys, <mjc claiming to be Egyptian and one claiming 
to be Jordanian. He was telling them how grateful he is ttet they ait telping him. They 
told him io Arabic dial tl^y were there to torture me and they could not take me to Jordan 
or Egypt or something like that. Then they were telling him look into this. Thai they 
gave me to the Arabic team and they took me to a plJK^ for about an hour and they took 
mc to a jdacc I don*t toK)w, They were hitting me all over (Detainee demonstrated the 
blows). They pi^c^nmv shhl until it wchiW melt Then 1 anived at ttxat place and they 
gave me back tofH^^ when I arrived at the place and 1 was ti^rc and they brought 
in a doctor, who was not a regular doctor he was a part of the team. He was cursing mc 
and telling mc very bad things. He gave me a lot of medication to make me sleep and I 
had special guards with mask so I couldn't sec anybody. For like two « three weeks I 
was unconscious and after that I ^ckled Jt is not worth it Because they said to me either 
1 am going to talk or they will continue to do this* I said I am going to tell them 
everything they wanted. I told them while I was in Canada, I was planning for a teuxnist 
attadc but 1 couldn't get it straight with Rassam because be was not talkmg back then and 
he was cooperating completely with the FBI, and of course he sakl he didn't kciow me 
because he didn V kt)ow me. But I told them I was on my own trying to do things and 
they said write it down and I wrote it and I signed it. I brought a lot of people, innocent 
people with mc because I got to make a story that makes sense. They thc^jght my story 
was wrong so they put mc on polygraph and I passed it. Then they wanted everytfung^ 
they wanted mc to tell them that I woidd tell them. I ji^ wanted to get some peace. If 
nobody understands dien they don't understand l^causc I am the one who suffered with 
no food, the guards beat me, and it was a very bad place. Then they started, the ' 
intenogators, with the leaders started giving me a better life. He never broi^ up what 
they did to me but he didn't feel what I fell. But he was a good guy to me. He even 
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brought mc a T.V bjkI a lot of comfort items. Since 2004, 1 really have no complaints 
qM everything was good I admitted to what they wanted and they foi*bd out what was 
right and not right because I challenged ttem admitting to thmgs in which ttey have to go 
t^ people, I did not know that was a big challenge for them to get \\1iat they wanted. 
Then it was all right every since General Hood came here he makes sure personally that 
nothing is going to happen to me because I was so afraid. I was afraid of everything. 
Even when the CSRT wanted me to $bare with [them] I «fured it tecause I was afraid of 
&cm. And that is my story and thank you very miKh for hearing this long and boring 
stcwy. 

Presiding Officer: Your CSRT was when? 

Dctiince: 08 December 2004, something like that. 

Board Mcmter; Notification was cknie on tte 22 February 2005 w time wise that makes 
sense. 

Presiding Offfcer: Yes* I know I was here when th^y took place, 

Detamee: Yes, the Colonel was a black Air Force Col<HieL 

Presiding Officer. Yes, Til have to look because 1 do know who it was. Thank you. 
Does ttiat conclude your statcm«rt? 

Detainee: Yes, I jiKt want to emphasize that my treatment is almost perfect 1 have no 
complaints about it. 

Presiding Officer; Since August 2000? 

Detainee: Since 2004, but I donM want to [go] into details. 

Board Memter: Thank You. 

Presiding Officer; Does that conclude your statement? 

Detainee: Yes. 

Presiding Officer: Thank You! 

The Assisting MUit^tty Officer had no qi$esthfts/or the iMainee, 

The Des^Maied MUitwy Officer had no questions far ihe Detainee, 

Administrative Review Board Member*s qaestionst 

Presiding Officer: Do any of the Administrative Review Board Memters have any 
questions for the Detainee? If not I have just a couple. 
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Board Member: I don't have any sir. 

Presiding Officer: In 3,d.l, vAeit you responded *1o die as a martyr i$ cocrect, to this 
day he still wants to die as a martyr but he docs not want to kill any ituKwnt fwopk 
including Americans". That was your answer. Then my question to you sir is how do 
you fulfill being a martyr without killtog innocent people? 

Detainee: I was expecting this question. In tibe Arabic world Shahid does not reflect the 
English word martyr. Martyr is supposed to translate to Shahid but it docs not really, 
there arc lots of types of Shahid. For instance, if you die defending your family, you are 
Shahid; if you died defending your goods, then you arc Shahid; if you die defending your 
counny against invaders (hen you are Shahid; if you die in a very painful way like 
drowning or even stomach ache> ttwn you are Shahid too. If you suffer more than normal 
then you are Shahid too. The ultimate goal of every Muslim is to die as Shahid 

Presiding Ofificen Or Martyr? 

Detainee: Qwte unquote ''Martyr''. Because it is the shortest way to heaven, w we 
Muslim believe that we all pass througji sometime in purgatory but Shahid don't spend 
this time in purgatory. Everybody sins, so every Muslim wants to die Shahid, mayiw of 
diarrhea or something. I don't want to kill nobody, I don^t want to make anybody a 
Shahid, I just want to make myself Shahid. 

Presiding Officer: Okay, I appreciate you clearing that up. 

Detainee: Mypieasure. 

Presiding Officer: That clears that up for mc. Anything else? 

Board M^nber: No, sir. 

Board Memt^^: If you were released to Canada, what would you do? 

Dctaiiwc: Man just give me a couple of million dollars and just let me go on my own aiKl 
I will just be fine. I have been kept out of the world for more than four years and I really 
don*t know what is going on outside. I wish I could have a family a peaceful life without 
anybody trying to pin anything on me and some kind of money to make me comfbrtable, 
to make mc serve God, have a house and take care of my big family. That is vAat I have 
been doing and most likely vrfmt I will do if the 0Hx>rtunity arises. Nonetheless, I need 
some assistance because to integrate myself back into society. Look at it for example, if 1 
go now to ]c«>k for a job somewhere I will have to write or ihey arc going to ask me, vi/ho 
is your previous employer and I am going to write JTF-GTMO, I was a terror susi^ct 
and the guy will tell mc arc you <^zy! Get out of my sight before I call tiK police. It is 
understand, why should anybody take a charH^e like that 1 wouldn^t take a chance like 
that^ so 1 defmitely understand, I think just to let any Detainee out vrithout giving some 
Tchab or some help getting his way back into society, what ttwy call reintegration^ is bad. 
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Presiding Officer: No other questions and if you donU have nothing ftirther to prc8«st- 

Assisting Military Officer: Sir, may I interrupt for a second be wants to ask you 
something. 

Presiding Officer: Sure- 



Assisttng Military Officer: He wants to know if it is bad that you awr not askii^ a Icrt of 
questions. 

Presiding Officer Well you covered an awful lot of stuff. Although vvt may not have 
questions for you» yov answered the UiM^lassifJed Summary of Evidence almost all the 
questions.

Presidmg Officer: He has a lot of scribbling. And I think through tt» course of the past 
couple of hour, you may have answered a lot of things we would have asked. In every 
board when a Detainee CMies we always ask him what Ik is going to do if and wh» 
released so we can have an idea of what he is going back to. Now you obviously have a 
tmdc^ Telecommunications, radio. 

Detainee: Micro-Intern^ 

Presiding Offic«-: So you will be able to put yourself to wort Yes, you will have to 
explain those four years vrfaere you werenH employed. 

Detainee: Yeah, a translator. 

Board Member You would be a very good EngHsb translator for bcii^ self-taught. 

Detainee: Thank yoa 

Presiding Officer: If y<Hj learned all that English bete» you have done well. I think again 
that your amwers in response that you were in cont^ with Usama bin Laden's key 
operative, you gave an answer for that and I am iwt sure that we really need to try to 
intenogate you on it. You cleared up the one date I was concerned about, in April 2000, 
you did a couple of things and you cleared that up when you said it was May and iK>t 
April. It h not an Indicator if we don*t have a lot of questions for you. If you would not 
have given us anyAing, we would have quizzed you on each ooe of these [itcnLs]. But 
siiKse you provided reasonable answers., .that's why I have to look at my notes l^causc I 
write stuff as we go through and. . . You talked about this Ashra Al-Nahass as bchig a 
close and gocwi fiiend but that you did not help him. You answered some of the questions 
we may have generated bad you not talked to us. You explained there is some 
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information that I looked at that mentioned you may have facilitated laundeitd money 
three time^. You said you did it twice by transfenii^ some money for your comin. 

Dctaii^e; Youareri^t 

Presiding Officer; But you rcfiiscd a third time. So I mean that may be in one of Ae 
inteirogatiom somcbo<fy may have said you did it three time$. Now ycHi are admitting to 
two of the fliree and trying to explain what it was as far a$ laundering and not necessarily 
a misinterpretation there. Your explanation was very reasot^le. 

Detainee: Thank you very much. 

Presiding Officer: More importantly you answered my questicm about the martyr. 

Detainee: I was expecting that 

Presiding Officer Because that threw me when you were saying yes and agreeing to that 

Board Member: It was very informative. 

Detainee: Thank you very much, 

Presiding Officer: So, I wouldn*t be cotu:eined that we donH have a whole lot of 
questions. 

Detainee: Thank you very much sk* I have two questions. 
Presiding Officer: Go ahead. 

Detainee: TTie last part of the Unclassified Summary it talked alxHit '*that favor my 
release", what is that? 

Presiding Officer: The following primary factors that favor release or traisfer. 

Detainee: Yes, yes. I want to tell you maybe you will hear it in the classified sessicm but 
I have no problem saying it in the unclassified session. I have t^en nothing but truthful, 
honest and forthcoming witti your govcnunent. Should you have not heard It you have 
heard it firom me* I call U.S. Intclligerwc as a witness, your government as a witness 
because they would ncrt witness otherwise. I just missed it hoe and maybe it's <*ay. I 
think honesty and truthfulness are parts of my religion. 

Presiding Officer: If when I go through the classified summary and I find 1hat stau^nent 
in one of those documents we will make sure we include it in our report Right now this 
is what is available to you aaid I may see it somevdiere else. If it is I tell you today that I 
will make sure it is in my report^ your truthfUlmss. 



Detainee: The second question is, \^en will I have an answ<a<? 
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Presiding Officer Sec now you are making it tough on me. I can't give you a time or a 
date. Once wc provide our recommexKiation to the Designated Civilian Official, wirich I 
am going to cover here in a minute, he makes a determination from our recommwidation 
and he may agree with us or he may decitte against us. As to when he will notify you that 
decision has not been made yet. We did get some word within the last couple of days 
that decisions may be passed out but the exact day when they are going to do that 1 
couldn*t tcU you. 

Detainee: Eto I have access to your decision or to the final decision? 

Presiding Officer: Our dccisicm no! Ourdccislooisjust between us and the Designated 
Civilian OffKiiaJ. Then his decision or w^t he deci<te$ from what we recommend, he 
will at some point in time make that available to you. 1 just don't know if it is going to be 
in a month or in two or three montte> I am not sure. Because you may or may not know 
but other Detainees have asked that question atwi I don't know to this date that they have 
been told But we have as a board, each of the boards have been ttying to get that 
rectified so that whetter we are going to detain you or transfer you» it would be nice for 
you to know. 

Detainee: Right 

Presiding Officer We are pushing for that answer to g^ to you as well. I think sooner 
than later, that word will t« getting passed. I just don't know exactly when. 

Detait«e: That's amazing. I wish if you couW pass tt« hearing to my lawyer in 
Washington. [D.CJ if it's possible I don*t know. 

Prcsidmg Officer: He will tw able to request whatever lawyers can reqi^st. 1 don't know 
how much of this he is going lo be [allowed] to [have] depending on his clearancei if he 
requests the information he will be able to see certain things. 

Detainee: Do you know if your lawyer has provided anythixig to our headquarters in your 
defense? Do you even know? 

Detahwie: No, they told me that they arc not allowed to interfere. 

Presiding Officer: Ho, they are not allowed to interfere but he may be able to g^ access 
to reports but I ^>n*t know what. 

Detainee: I know for sure in CSRT they got both classified and unclassified. 

Presiding Officer; So if he has gotten the classified and unclassified^ then he will know 
what to do to look at the maU:riaI we looked at. He may have already looked at it and I 
just don*t know that But as far as our decisi<Mn goes and it being given to him^ we won*t 
be doing it he will have to go through whatever channels he goes through. You may 
know before he docs. 
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Detainee: Yeah, I think so tcx). I am not teally upset but just amazing that my life is 
going to be at (he hands of one person called the Designated Civilian. 

Presiding Officcf : I am going to get to that let me g^ to it. 
Detaitiee: Okay. 

The Presiding Officer read the posi'Adminisir4ttive Review Board instruaions to ike 
Delaiffee and a^ourned ike open session ef ike AdminisinOtve Review Beard 

The Presiding Officer opened the classified portion of the session. 

The Presiding Officer adfourned the dass^ed portion qfOie session and the 
Administrative Review Board was closed for deiiberafion and voting.
